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Seek to establish Chair in Public Administration 

Fund raisers plan memorial 
to W.A.C. Bennett 


Representatives of all political parties and business and 
professional leaders across British Columbia have 
thrown their support behind a campaign to raise $1 mil¬ 
lion to establish the W.A.C. Bennett Memorial Fund in 
Public Administration at UVic. 

Income accruing from the fund will be used to estab¬ 
lish a Chair and provide several prestigious fellowships 
annually to outstanding students to study at the School 
of Public Administration at UVic. 

“In consultation with the premier and other members 
of the Bennett family, we feel that such a fund is the 
most appropriate way to commemorate this great man, M 
said Wesley Black, chairman of the fund-raising cam¬ 
paign, in announcing the project this week. 

Black served in the Bennett cabinet for 20 years and 
later graduated from UVic’s School of Public Adminis¬ 
tration. (See Faces, this issue.) 

The many patrons of the W.A.C. Bennett Memorial 
Fund include Robert Strachan, leader of the NDP oppo¬ 
sition during many of Bennett's years as Premier; Alan 
McKinnon, Progressive Conservative MP for Victoria; 
and former Bennett cabinet ministers Ray Williston and 
Robert Bonner, now chairman of B.C. Hydro. 

Among the many business, professional and educa¬ 
tional leaders who have agreed to serve as patrons are 
J.V. Clyne, former chairman and chief executive officer 
of MacMillan and Bloedel; William Hamilton, former 
federal cabinet minister and chairman of the Employ¬ 
ers’ Council of British Columbia; Dr. W. Bruce Hutchi¬ 
son, noted author; Mel Cooper, President of the Greater 
Victoria Chamber of Commerce; Dr. Peter Banks, Victo¬ 
ria physician and former president of the Canadian 
Medical Association; and Dr. Ian McTaggart Cowan, 
UVic Chancellor. 


In making the announcement, Black said the com¬ 
mittee would approach all segments of society in B.C. for 
contributions. 

A Chair in Public Administration at UVic would 
bring internationally renowned scholars to Victoria to 
teach and research on government policy management. 

While the Chair would be the first such endowed 
chair in Public Administration in Canada, there are sev¬ 
eral examples of bequests to establish chairs in schools 
in the United States. 

One of the best examples is the Kennedy School of 
Government at Harvard where there are several chairs 
endowed by particular individuals. Organizers of the 
W.A.C. Bennett Memorial Fund hope the Kennedy 
School can be used as a model for the UVic School. 

The establishment of a Chair would make the UVic 
school, “the centre of public administration in Canada” 
says President Dr. Howard Petch. 

“We are attempting, in UVic’s School of Public 
Administration, to build a better civil service, to train 
future leaders of government to deal with the problems 
of today,” he said. 

“We are training people to remove, as much as possi¬ 
ble, the red tape of bureaucracy and to develop an intelli¬ 
gent and civilized management in the public sector.” 

Petch pointed out that today there is a new and 
“entirely appropriate” insistence that governments and 
their managers be acountable, in the economical and 
efficient use of scarce public funds. 

“It seems particularly appropriate that a Chair and 
fellowships be established in Victoria, the seat of provin¬ 
cial government, to honor this distinguished premier. 

“The goals of the school are most closely allied with 
the aims of W.A.C. Bennett. The Chair will keep alive his 


name in perpetuity, allied to the concept of good govern¬ 
ment outside any political sphere.” 

The fellowships will be used to provide training for 
future leaders of the public service at all levels of govern¬ 
ment. Many students now enrolled part-time at the 
school already hold administrative positions in 
government. 

After his death Feb. 22 at the age of 78, leaders of all 
political parties paid tribute to Bennett as an outstand¬ 
ing Canadian. The Victoria Times, in an editorial, des¬ 
cribed Bennett as a man with “a broad and exciting 
vision ... a man who loved British Columbia and 
believed in it, who loved the democratic political process 
and believed in it.” 

Bennett was born Sept. 6, 1900 in Alberta County, 
New Brunswick and travelled west to Alberta in 1923. 
Seven years later he moved to Kelowna to open a hard¬ 
ware store. In the Okanagan Valley he laid the founda¬ 
tions of his business and political career. 

He was first elected to the B.C. Legislature in 1941 as 
a Conservative and was twice defeated in running for 
the leadership of the party. 

During this rocky period of his political career, he 
once quit B.C. politics to run federally, where he lost. He 
came back to the B.C. legislature in 1949 as a Conserva¬ 
tive but in 1951 in a dramatic move he crossed the floor 
of the legislature to sit as an independent. 

In 1952 he joined the Social Credit Party and after an 
election became leader and Premier. He did not relin¬ 
quish the leadership until 1972 when his party was 
defeated by the NDP.

Petch faces faculty vote 

Voting is reported “heavy” in a campus ballot on the acceptability or unac¬ 
ceptability of Dr. Howard Petch as a candidate for a second term as president 
of UVic. 

Ballots went out to 448 regular full-time faculty members last week and are 
to be returned to the officer of Registrar Ron Ferry by 4 p.m., March 19. 

The vote was called according to procedure established by the Board of 
Governors (BOG) in 1978 for the selection of a president. 

The ballots were sent out after a presidential search committee unanim¬ 
ously recommended to ask Petch to stand for a second five-year term. 

After the committee recommended Petch, committee and BOG chairman 
Joseph Cunliffe asked Petch if he would permit his name to stand and he 
agreed to be a candidate. 

If Petch receives a vote of confidence from faculty members for a second 
term, his name will go forward to the BOG which will make the final decision. 

Petch’s first five-year term ends June 30, 1980. 

Meanwhile a search committee for vice-president, academic, is busy this 
month interviewing a short list of candidates for the position. A recommen¬ 
dation for a vice-president is not expected to go to the faculty for a vote before 
the beginning of April. 

Dr. Alfred Fischer (Chemistry) has been acting vice-president, academic, 
since the resignation of Dr. George Pedersen who left UVic to become presi¬ 
dent of Simon Fraser University in January of this year.

Wesley Black is a logical choice for 
chairman of the W.A.C. Bennett 
Memorial Fund Committee. (See 
story, page 1). 

He had extremely close ties with 
the late premier and is closely con¬ 
nected with the School of Public 
Administration at UVic. 

Black’s committee is organizing 
a campaign to raise $1 million with 
the money used to establish a Chair 
and annual fellowship at the UVic 
school as a memorial to Bennett. 

Black was with Bennett as one 
of his original cabinet ministers in 
1952 and he stayed with the pre¬ 
mier through seven elections and 
20 heady years of Social Credit rule 
in British Columbia. 

When the Social Credit Party 
was finally defeated in 1972 by the 
NDP, no one would have blamed 
Black for retiring from public life. 
He had devoted most of his adult 
life to public service, first as a 
school teacher, then as a politician. 

“I was sorely tempted to just 
take it easy after 1972, but politics 
and public service get in your blood¬ 
stream. And I felt my period of use¬ 
fulness was not over,” Black 
recalls. 

“For a while there I was like a 
cat on a hot tin roof.” 

So black made a rather surpris¬ 
ing decision to enter the School of 
Public Administration at the age of 
65 in 1974. Two years later he grad¬ 
uated with a master’s degree. 

In the school, Black could not 
resist getting involved in organiz¬ 
ing a students’ association. After 
he graduated he became the first 
president of the Public Administra¬ 
tion Alumni Association, a position 
he still holds. 

“It took a while for me to orient 
myself to school again,” he recalls. 
“For years my type of writing was

in the way of speech-writing and I 
had to get into the groove of writing 
essays.” 

Black feels the MPA program at 
UVic is an “excellent” one and feels 
the introduction of a co-operative 
education program at the school 
“serves the government, the com¬ 
munity and the students very 
well.” 

At the school Black feels he was 
not treated any differently because 
of his age or experience in govern¬ 
ment. “Oh, I suppose I might have 
had a ‘fatherly image’ with many 
of the students,” he says. 

“I’m old enough and have had 
enough experience to be able to 
sift the wheat from the chaff. But 
I’m young enough to learn and the 
program at UVic has a lot to 
teach.” 

Black makes no bones, however, 
about who he considers his best 
teacher. 

“I learned more about govern¬ 
ment and management from 
W.A.C. Bennett than anyone I ever 
met,” he said. “I never met anyone 
as astute as the premier.” 

Black made his remarks a few 
months before Bennett’s death. He 
was reminiscing about the “old 
days” in the B.C. legislature and 
about the debating skills and lack 
of debating skills among members. 

“There were a few good debaters 
scattered among all parties, but 
damned few,” he recalled. “The 
most effective debater by far was 
W.A.C. Bennett.” 

Black summed up his feelings 
about Bennett by calling him “a 
man who believed the important 
thing was what was right rather 
than who was right. There is 
nobody like him.” 

Now 68, Black has not ended his 
public service. He is now complet¬ 
ing a major report for the provin¬ 
cial government on the distribution 
of medical services in the province. 

“I believe in keeping busy and 
I’ve never hated going to work,” 
says Black. “I take the attitude that 
there’s something new to do and 
something new to learn every day.” 


UVic is using funds obtained from the sale 
of the Central Building in downtown Victo¬ 
ria to establish four prestigious scholar¬ 
ships for students from community 
colleges and high schools throughout the 
province. 

Each T.S. McPherson scholarship is 
worth up to $7,500 ($1,500 annually) and 
one is reserved for a community college 
student. 

Senate approved terms of reference for 
the scholarship March 7 and the deadline 
for applicants wishing to enrol at UVic in 
September this year is May 15. 

“These are quite prestigious scholar¬ 
ships, based on the Rhodes scholarship 
concept,” explained Acting Vice-President 
Dr. Alfred Fischer. Outside interests and 
leadership qualities as well as academic 
excellence are taken into account, he said. 

If a student receiving a $1,500 McPher¬ 
son scholarship maintains a grade point 
average of 7.5 or higher, the scholarship 
will be automatically renewed for each 
year of full-time study, up to five years or 
graduation. 

Candidates must have a very high aca¬ 
demic record in their last two years at 
secondary school and/or community col¬ 


lege. Secondary school candidates must 
have achieved outstanding scores on the 
British Columbia Provincial Government 
examinations. 

About 12 candidates will be selected by 
a UVic Senate committee for personal 
interviews. A student may become a candi¬ 
date either by applying directly in writing 
to the UVic Senate committee on awards or 
by nomination from the principal of his or 
her school or college. 


Aid for research 

Up to $3,000 is available annually for four 
students holding UVic graduate fellow¬ 
ships through the new Sara Spencer Foun¬ 
dation Research Awards in Applied Social 
Sciences. 

The awards are intended to encourage 
social scientists in cultural, environmental 
and social studies with particular refer¬ 
ence to Greater Victoria. 

The funds will be used to reimburse stu¬ 
dents for research costs in the areas of 
anthropology, economics, geography, pol¬ 
itical science, psychology and sociology.

CHEK-Television, with the assistance of 
Dr. David Lai (Geography) will present a 
30-minute documentary on Victoria’s Chi¬ 
natown March 20 at 9 p.m. 

“Down Fan Tan Alley”, produced by 
Pat Murphy takes a special look at the old¬ 
est Chinese community in North America. 

Lai, who has been involved in research 
on the history of the Chinese in Canada for 
several years, assisted in arranging inter¬ 
views with Victoria’s Chinese community 
leaders and in persuading them to permit 


CHEK-TV to film ceremonies within the 
Chee Rung Tong shrine on Johnson Street. 

This is the first time permission has 
been granted to film the ceremonies in 
Victoria. 

The program includes an exploration of 
Fan Tan Alley, a legendary narrow street 
that once contained legal opium dens and 
brothels and film of some colorful Chinese 
ceremonies. 

Lai is hoping that the program will 
illustrate to viewers that Chinatown has a 


secrets 

number of important heritage buildings 
that should be saved. 

“A study initiated by then Recreation 
and Conservation Minister Sam Bawlf in 
1977 revealed that there are 28 primary 
heritage buildings in Chinatown and sev¬ 
eral others on its periphery,” says Lai. 

“These buildings form a unique compo¬ 
nent of the urban fabric of Victoria and 
should be saved.” 

Lai pointed out that Victoria’s city 
council has been considering urban rene¬ 
wal in the downtown core. “They are now 
aware that any urban renewal plan must 
include Chinatown and must take into 
account these heritage buildings.” 

Lai is now researching'the patterns of 
ownership in Chinatown from 1858 to the 
present. 

At one time Victoria had the largest 
Chinatown in Canada, extending over six 
full city blocks including the land on which 
the City Hall is now located. 

“Chinatown is now shrinking,” says 
Lai. “It consists of only about two blocks, 
with the focus at the corner of Fisgard and 
Government Streets.” 

Lai says there are about 2,000 Chinese 
people living in Victoria today, few of them 
in Chinatown. 

The Chinese community in Victoria has 
historically been a fragmentary society, 
divided by various kinds of tongs and polit¬ 
ical parties, explains Lai. 

“The entire community however is get¬ 
ting involved in redevelopment plans and 
getting behind special projects such as the 
television program,” says Lai. 
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Who has right to government information? 

National debate reaches climax 


UVic will be the scene of a critical public 
debate on federal Freedom of Information 
legislation, March 22 and 23. 

Secretary of State John Roberts and the 
Canadian Bar Association will meet head 
on at the National Conference on Freedom 
of Information on campus. 

Roberts is the keynote speaker at the 
conference and is expected to unveil the 
federal government’s long-awaited free¬ 
dom of information policy. 

The Association has been sharply criti¬ 
cal of federal proposals contained in a 
Green Paper and will be unveiling its own 
model Freedom of Information Bill at the 
conference. 

The conference has attracted partici¬ 
pants from across Canada including lawy- 
ers, law professors, ombudsmen, 
representatives of the law reform commis¬ 
sion and human rights organizations and 
federal and provincial politicians. 

Murray Rankin, professor in the 
Faculty of Law at UVic and a co-ordinator 
of the conference, says freedom of informa¬ 
tion legislation is of vital importance to all 
Canadians. 

“Most Canadians do not have a legal 
right to information possessed by govern¬ 


ments,” says Rankin. “Governments 
today release information only if and when 
they decide to.” 

Rankin is the author of “Freedom of 
Information in Canada — Will the Doors 
Stay Shut”, a Canadian Bar Association 
response to the federal Green Paper. 

He also is a principal draftsman of the 
model bill to be released at the conference. 

“Citizens should have access to all 
government documents, with some clearly 
stated exceptions,” says Rankin. “The fed¬ 
eral proposal as it has appeared thus far, 
seems to be an attempt to avoid any mean¬ 
ingful legislation.” 

Rankin says the conference is vital 
since the national debate on freedom of 
information has reached “the critical 
stage”. 

“We’re also hoping that the conference 
will spark new interest in the campaign for 
legislation in B.C. 

“The purpose of this conference is to 
offer an opportunity in an independent 
and informed forum to investigate the 
implications of this vital matter of law 
reform.” 

Privacy Commissioner Inger Hansen of 
the Canadian Human Rights Commission 


is the guest speaker at the opening dinner 
at the Laurel Point Inn, March 22. 

Roberts will speak at the luncheon 
March 23 in the Gold Room of the Com¬ 
mons Block. Students, staff and faculty are 
invited to attend his speech.. 

Delegates to the conference will pay a 
registration fee of $35 which includes a 
reception and dinner March 22, the lun¬ 
cheon March 23, a closing reception and 
copies of all conference materials. 

Lectures and panel discussions begin at 
9:30 a.m. in the Student Union Building 
theatre and are free and open to students, 
staff, faculty and the public. 

The first panel discussion features 
Gerald Baldwin, Progressive Conservative 
MP and crusader for freedom of informa¬ 
tion legislation in Ottawa. 

Baldwin, Yvone Tarte, a legal counsel 
for the MacDonald Commission in 
Ottawa; Peter Grant, chairman of the free¬ 
dom of information committee of the Cana¬ 
dian Bar Association and A.E. Filmer, 
regional crown counsel in British Colum¬ 
bia, will discuss the disclosure of informa¬ 
tion held by governments and the limits on 
such disclosure. 

Chairman for this panel discussion is 


John Swift of the B.C. branch of the Cana¬ 
dian Bar Association. 

A panel discussion beginning at 2:30 
p.m. in the SUB will discuss ministerial 
responsibility for freedom of information, 
our parliamentary form of government 
and independent review of decisions to 
withhold information.

Volunteers stretch 
for answers 


A good stretch never did anybody any 
harm, and it might do some good if you 
take it at the McKinnon Building. 

Volunteers are wanted there to partici¬ 
pate in an investigation of the nature of 
flexibility and its relationship to age. 

The study is being carried out by Dr. 
R.D. Bell and Dr. T.B. Hoshizakiof, both of 
UVic’s physical education division in the 
Faculty of Education. To carry out the 
study, Bell and Hoshizakof require the 
assistance of about 200 normally healthy 
20-to-80-year old men and women. Student, 
staff and faculty volunteers are welcome. 

Flexibility is a component of physical 
fitness which decreases with age, explain 
the researchers. 

“This process is marked by increased 
capacities up to about 17 years of age, a rel¬ 
atively static period to around 27 years, 
and then gradual decline through the mid¬ 
dle years and into old age. Research has 
shown that all physiological deterioration 
can be slowed through a lifestyle that 
includes regular exercise. 

“The purpose of the study is to deter¬ 
mine which joints lose the greatest amount 
of flexibility, to derive a simple home eva¬ 
luation test, and to devise a set of exercises 
to maintain or even regain flexibility in 
joints.” 

Beatty-Guenter 
to resign 

Patricia Beatty-Guenter, UVic’s ombuds¬ 
person, is leaving. 

The Alma Mater Society (AMS) has 
received 28 applications for her position for 
the 1979-80 winter session. 

The applicants range in age from 21 to 
65 years. A short list of candidates will be 
chosen this week by an AMS subcommittee 
of the Ombudsman Advisory Committee 
and interviews will start the following 
week. 

“All but two or three applicants have 
backgrounds which are suitable for the 
position of ombudsperson,” says AMS 
Academic Affairs Director John Kyle 
(A&S-3). “I hope we will be able to make a 
decision by mid-April at the very latest.” 

Beatty-Guenter, a graduate student in 
Sociology at UVic, has announced that she 
will not apply for a second term. 


One 30-minute testing session at 
McKinnon 166 is required for each volun¬ 
teer, who will be asked to complete a per- 
sohal activity appraisal questionnaire and 
go through exercises to give 18 measures of 
flexibility. These measures are within the 
subject’s normal range of motion and are 
obtained without causing him or her any 
discomfort according to the researchers. 

Potential participants can register by 
phoning Susan Evans at local 4509. They 
are asked to wear T-shirts or blouses and 
lightweight slacks for the sessions. 

Copies of the completed research will be 
sent to all subjects, say Bell and 
Hoshizakiof.

The 
pieces are the culmination of four years of 
work by the student composers and are 
presented in partial fulfilment for the 
degree of bachelor of music in composition. 

This concert marks the final Sonic Lab 
performance of the 1978-79 season.

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Mr. Justice J. Douglas Lambert of the 
Court of Appeal of British Columbia spent 
this week at the Faculty of Law at UVic as a 
judge-in-residence.

“I was afraid this would happen,” sighed 
chairman Dean Halliwell during a convo¬ 
luted debate at the March 7 Senate meeting. 
Halliwell, Senate vice-chairman, was chair¬ 
ing the meeting in the absence of President 
Dr. Howard Petch when he was confronted 
with a motion to table a motion to refer a 
motion to a committee. The item was a motion 
by Senator Dr. Roger Ruth (PFED) that the 
committee on agenda and procedures discon¬ 
tinue making any recommendations other 
than procedurally on matters referred to 
Senate. First, Senate defeated a motion to 
refer Ruth’s motion to the committee on 
agenda and procedures with Senator Dr. Reg 
Mitchell (Chemistry) describing this referral 
as “a bit ridiculous”. It was then recom¬ 
mended that Ruth’s motion be referred to the 
committee on committees and finally that 
this referral be tabled. Senate voted to table 
the referral and then overwhelmingly 
defeated Ruth’s motion. “It’s better to kill it 
properly at Senate than to refer it,” com¬ 
mented Senator Dr. Bill Gordon (Mathe¬ 
matics). Several senators became somewhat 
testy during the debate, explaining that they 
had “better things to do” than become 
entangled in procedural wrangles.

Ben Webb, a former Martlet staff reporter
